Mr. Taft’s advisers ac­ 
knowledge tBat if the Republicans are 
badly beaten In his own state and the 
house goes Democratic Insides, It will 
ho a blow that w ill seriously handicap 
efforts to make Ute president the party 
leader In 1912. 
They don’t believe, 
however, that a Republican defeat in 
New York state will in any way re­ 
flect upou the Taft administration. Is­ 
sues there are to** clearly drawn on 
Roosevelt and the things he stands 
for. 
The president, although clinging to 
hojte, is practically reconciled, it Is 
b**lieved, to the fact that th** house Is 
going Democratic. If it (bras th** Dem­ 
ocrats will find him ready to drive 
ah* ad with his legislative program in 
th** hope that merit alone will ensure 
the adoption of at least a part of It. 
He will compel th* Democrats to ac­ 
cept his recommendations or assume 
full resjranslbllity tar killing progres­ 
sive legislation.
